A contemporary writes:—The salmon rivers of South Wales have 
not been quite so productive this season as expected ; but a comparison 
with the take four or five years before the present fishery laws came 
into operation, shows nevertheless a marked progress. It is generally 
agreed that the legislation that has taken place has effected a large 
amountof good, and is destined to do still more, when once a complete 
8) stem of protection is carried out. The fish this year bave been, as a 

i yule, rather small, although numerous in some localities, and according 
to the opinion of experienced pisciculturists, large salwon will not be 
numerous in streams that have been neelroted for years past for 
another two or three seasons. In South Wales considerable difficulty 
is experienced ip preventing poisonous 
refuse from being thrown into the 
rivers. This refuso is from the tin- 
plate, chemical, silver, lead, and 
other works, which, up to the «nact- 
mentofthe Salmon Fishery Act, were 
allowed without hindrance to run 
their waste to the nearest stréam, and 


the rivers were in consequence com- rd 


pletely denuded of fish. It is satie- / 
factory to report that through the A 
energetic-action. of the conservators 

appointed in the different. counties, ws 
the proprietors of nearly all the works 
have been induced to adopt means 
by which the refuse will be utiliced, 
aud the waters effectually protected 
from-further pollution, 

Thr PERTHSBIRE Rivers.—Tho 
continued dry sultry weather and tho 
smallness of the water consequent 
thereon, have had the effect of render- 
ing any attempt at angling on tho 
Tay entirely useless. Tne net-fishing 
has also becomeextremely poor unless 
for trout—a considerable nuniber of 
which are being got. Our Grand- 
tully correspondent says:—' Though 
we had a good deal of rain towards 
the end of last week, yet the water 
is still very low, and in consequence 
there has been no sport in this locality 
during the week.” Our Murthly ° 
correspondent fays :—'' Owing to the 
low state of the river, no sport is to 
be got here at present.” Our Kin-. 
claven correspondent. says:—'' Thero 
has been nothing done here with the 
rod during the week, and there is 
not Jikely to be much done forsome 
time.” Our Dunkeld correspondent 
suys:—“ There has. been nothing 
doing in the fishing here since I last 
wrote you. We had aslight rise on 
Thursday-last, but it has done us little 
good, for no fish have been seen 
since.” “Lhe Harn, for a long run of 
its course, partakes more of thé’cha- 
racter of w sluggish English stream 
than a bright, sparkling, tumbling 
Scottish water. Ifrom okasttay 
to its junction with the Tay, the 
streams and rushes are very. few, 
though we must admit there are some. 
It has many long deep pools, in which 
pike— often of very large size—are 
met with, while ecls are ever and 
anon tormentivg the angler. Salmon, 
grilse, and sea-trout frequent the 
water. Yellow trout of large size are 
taken, mostly with minnow,. ‘The 
water is only in fishing condition after 
a spate, cr when a strong wind is 
playing on it. Except upon such occa- 
sions, a good basket of trout will not 
be got. On Thursday last, the water 
was in splendid fishing trim, with a 
good stiff, westerly wind— clouds 
greyish and heavy—and some good 
baskets were. got. _The May, on 
Thursday last, was In capital fish- 
ing condition, yain having fallen 
plenteously on Wednesday. A good 
many anglers took advantage of the 
day, ome of whom had good baskets. 
Wind westerly, and pretty strong. 
On the river Ardie the other day, Mr, 
F. Cameron, Kindrogan, caught 8} 
Cuzen in the course of three hours 
aid on Saturday last David Mitchell, 
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con of Thomas Mitchell, Esq., Blairgowrie, caught 13} Ibs.; and 
Alexander Bobertson, jun, Benk of eScotland there, 12} Ibs. Both 
had some excellent trouts. The Burn of Dunning, an_incon- 
siderable stream, rising but a short distance from the village of 
Danning, was but a few years ago a very respectable burn for 
trout, the fish met with being numerous, sometimes of good size, 
and well-conditioned. It has of laté greatly decreased in volume, and, 
as.an almost necessary consequensé, the fish are much scarcer. The 
two past dry seasons have also contributed to lessen the number of 
trout, Last Wednesday? @ rather heavy fall of rain having taken 
place, sent some fishers to the burn, but not many trout were taken. 
Mr, Crawford took afew, Mr, Robert Rutherford had about a dozen, 
and Mr, A. Chalmers a number of small fry. On Saturday, Mr. Craw- 
ford again took a few fish, and Mr, A, Chalmers had also a number.— 
Perthshite Journal. ss

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Tho anxiety whether tho Earl of Derby would be able to form a new 
epyaehh and thereby send the Earl of Westmoreland to give joy to 
the Irish turfites, and sEpoins the Earl of Coventry to the Mastership 
of the Royal Buckhounds, quite lost its fervour in the excitement of 
the July meeting at Newmarket this week, as did all recollection of 
the Jate Mr. Wigram. But this was scarcely to be wondered at, for 
all were on the qui vive to see whether the new Blink Bonny or. 
Crucifix, the own sister to Lord Lyon, yclept Achievement, would 
meet with an overthrow, and whether a fresh light would be thrown 
upon the next year’s Derby. The Hermit, the Rake, and Cerf Volaut 
declined to face her for the July Stakes, but Sir Joseph Hawley sent 
Red Shoes to create a temporary sensation, the colt beivg sapported 
not only for his Newmarket engagement but for the Derby, on the 
strength of a report that he was actually superior to The Palmer. 
When seen on the Heath, however, this bay son of Beadsman and 
Medina, both Epsom “stars,” was cot liked, for ho was too short, and 
stood high on the leg, was narrow made, and light limbed, with no ap- 
pearence of quality whatever, and in the r:co itself his three white 

eels and blazed face was nowheretobe seen, sothathe wasimmediately 
sent totherightaboutfor the ails | prize. Nevertheless he will improve 
considerably, a3 he wants time. Achievement pulled through from her 
half-dozen opponents with consummate ease; and her owner and 
breeder, CoJonel Pearson, has sinco refused several princoly offers for 
her, though she is not in, the Blue Riband oyentof 1866. However, 
with luck, she will win alot of her engagements straight off the reel, 
and be almost a Golconda mine to the stable, as she has already won 
them every race, and netted nearly £5,000 in stakes alone, This 
splendid filly is of a brown colour, and stands 15 hands 3 inches high ; 
is very lengthy, has a star in her face, possesses a game blood -like 
head, a. beautiful neck, most perfect shoulders, a good girth, strong 
back, and sound legs.

There was a dead set against the latter last 
week, it being whispered that the stable had been forestalled and would 
notallaw the colt torun; but a reaction set inon Monday and The 
Special is as greata favouriteasever, If it be true that William Day 
even now considers that The Special has at least half a stone in hand, 
the raca must be all over but the shouting and settling; 
for when Woodyeates is in earnest if is no use opposing. 
Archimedes is now and again supported to a trifle in recollection 
of his early excellence, but we fear the winter operation has not 
much improved his temperament. Harry Brailsford is a real good 
horse when wanted, but his day may be later on; and we fear 
Bradamante, after all, hes got a trifle too much up, yet must run 
forward, Camball’s chance will have to be reepected, for the Baron 
will go straight, and in the son of King Tom and Deiopeia he 
possesses a good useful animal, Zenobia exposed her true form at 
Newcastle last week; it was very moderate. Othello has sprung a 
curb, and is quite friendless now; bat Newmarket hes two other 
dangerous strings to their.bow in Nu and La Fortune, both of whom 
are doing uncommonly well. Thou-h Forester was beaten at head- 
quarters on Wednesd-y, we fancy after all he will turn out to be the 
pick of the American pair, satisfactorily os Slender is going, our fear 
being that there 18 not enough of the mare for so severe a course. 
There are ccnflicting reports anent Surney, but well at the post and 
his head Joose we should feel inclined to stand him against all comers 
despite what we hear sbout the Midia colt’s goodness and the great 
confidence we repose in Lord vortsmouth’s integrity. ‘ Rama is put 
about as a goodthing, and we begin to fancy attimesthere is something 
in it, yet know his party cannot be trusted, Acta is fust, bat canno‘ 
stay ; and.we think Bertie will exhibit a similar shortcoming. In the 
present state of training operations, andfrom the stagnation reigning 
in the Turf market, we dare not at. present venture to select any- 
thing to stand out and out, but shali be enabled to do so shortly. 
We haveno official programmes to hand yet for the coming weck’s 
competition in Yorkshire and Berkshire. If Newland travele so far 
north he will win the Londesborough Stak.s, and the Parkhill 
Stakes too, at PonTerract, but in his absence there will be 
a smart competition between Rordinella and Narino. A bad 
acceptance has been made for all the handicaps at the gathering in 
the beautiful Yorksbire park; and John Scott ought to pull off the 
best of thom, CLARoS espscially being well in the Great West 
Riding and the Pontefract Handicaps. At Reapine it is ouly 
a question of Adam Bede going to tho post for himto carry off the 
Reading Stakes, but Alec Taylor mizht send the Cantino filly instead, 
and win with her. Jeanio Deans: anaot suffer defeat from the General 
or Commissioner in the Abbey Stakes, Both Adam Bede and The 
General are engaged in the two-year-old mace at ABINGDON, and 
the former should beat the latter, Teddy Brayley will pull off the 
Berkshire Stakes with one of his, perhaps Hudsleigh; and we should 
not be surprised tosee Lytham take the Culham Stakes. These are 
the only events we can advise upon for next week.

SCIENTIFIC FIGHT BETWEEN GEORGE DOVE AND 
WOLF COHEN FOR £30. 


On Tuesday last these men met accordin ‘sles signod by them to de- 
cide their differences at catchweight. Fe ae aed minor fight 
was attended by so many people—indeed, there were a3 M=ny present at this 
eoneon as it has been our lot to see at any half-dozen fights (put together) 
cf late. : 

Wolf Cohen ig a member of tha Jowis i and has won three 
previous battles without receiving a black Seana looked upon by his 
friends as a “ wondor.” Ho is twonty years of age, 5ft Sin in height, and 
weighs 8at 8!b. Cvhon was trained and brought to the post under the auspices 
of the celebrated Bos Tyler, who, in conjunction with Napper, seco 
him ; and it would be as well to say whileon tho subject of soc nds that their 
conduct was ost exemplary, and many who hid fully expected to see a fight 
between’ the “ Corsicin Brothers "—they being engaged in opposite interests— 
were agreeably disarprinted. George Dove is much smaller than his Hebraic 
antagonist, as he stands only 5ft 8in in height, weighs 7st 6lb, and is twenty- 
three years of age. His previous performances are a defeat of Lead’s brother 
and a fine glove fight with Bob Furze, lastine over two hours and terminatin 
in adraw. During tho progress of the match he has been visited aud tutore 
by the clever Tom Tyler, who with young Jack Baldock attended on him. 
Cohen’s colours were a white silk with red spots and a purple porder, while 
Dove sported for his banner a white ground and broad magenta border. 
The magnates of Petticoat-lane mustered in great force, as well a3 the poorer 
inhabitants, and we have no doubt that many of tho ‘‘people’ who rarely 
take a holiday unless religiously, for once broke the rule and hazarded a 
dangerous precedent by going ‘to seo “ Wolfey’’ Cohen fight. Wo w°e the 
word dangerous advisedly, as many who saw the fine fighting of Taesday 
last will be tempted to repeat the dose on a fature occasion. e must here 
state oar opinion that the gentlemen who had the management of th's affair 
were very wrong in not providing for the comfort and convonience of the 
numerous body that attended to witneis the mill, of whom wo are sorry to 
gay not; cne-} alf saw at ome of the ba'‘tle, and the other half who did were 
rorely inconvenienced. The backers of the men were doubtless aware of the 
probability of an extraordinary number of visitors (we cannot £9Y spectators) 
and had an inner ring beon construct d it would have amply remunerated the 
speculators, and given great satisfaction to that portion of the public which 
was present. Many, unable to obtain a glimpse of what was going

From this time Cohen began to fall off, and Dore to increase his lead so 
much that although they fought thirteen more rounds Cohen had no chance 
in any of them, and on time being called for the 35th, Dove walked across 
the ring and commenced hostilities. He was, however, stopped by Cohen’s 
principal second, who wisely and humanely threw up the sponge after fighting 
8 hours 8} minutes. Cohen complained of cramp in the leg during the last few 
rounds, and it was observed that he was very unsteady on his pins. 


REMARKS. 


We cannot take leave of this encounter without expressinz our rearet at the 
manner in which Cohen was dese:tel (we hope for the moment only) by 
those who had been warmest in his praises before the fight, and who left him 
in the bands of some of his humblest friends. That Cohen is a good man 
no one can attempt to deny, and with practice and perseverance will 
doubtless regain the laurels he has lost. Although defeated he is far 
from ea eae and has earned for himself a name for eae which 
hitherto his warmest adherents had not believed in, o doubt a good 
benefit will bea salve to his wounds, and we Lope all who can will pay him 
for his colours. Of Dove it must be acknowleded by all who witnessed the fight 
or read our report, that he is a ladof nu common calibre, and will now be 
ria ibe ag one of the best men ont of his weight. A cleverer or steadier 
fighter it has seldom been cur lot to see, and the fact of his giving away a stone 
in weight to a man hitherto unconquered, and winning with hardly a mark, 
rare a itself. We imagine that few at his own weight will be found to

PRINCESS’S. 


Mr. Watts Phillips’s new drama, ‘'Tho Huguenot Captain,” brought 
out at this house on Monday last, must be classed simply as a 
“show piece.” For such pieces the slenderest’ dramatic interest and 
the least amount of dramatic manipulation are thought to be sufficient, 
and in “The Huguenot Captain” we, possibly, have the minimum of 
both. Notwithstanding the title, and the fact which may be inferred 
from it—viz., that. the action is laid at about the time of the Massacre 
of St. Bartholomew, there is little or no historical interest in the story. 
The latter, though coloured with the violent anti- Huguenot convulsions 
of the time, does not embody in any important degree a picture of 
the struggle between the Oatholic and the Reformed Caurch of France 
in those days. Yhestory, so far as there is one, is rather a simple love 
story, and might have been told in connexion with any other time and 
place just as Well as in connexion with 1572 and Paris. Buteven 
when we have got at the story proper, we find it to be of the slender- 
est; and, further, that such interest as it is capable of is not by any 
means made the mostof. There are two or three good situations, but 
the scant skill that has been brought to bear upon their development 
does not suffice to render them or the story interesting, Probably, 
however, the concoction of @ well digeeted drama,jin the legitimate 
sense of the word, was farthest from the intents of the concoctors of 
this piece, Gorgeous, elaborate, and costly food for the eye was evi- 
dently the great desideratum ; and insignificant as are the merits of 
tho drama a3 adrama, it must be confessed that its claims as a ‘‘show 
piece” are great. The scenery illustrative of o'd Paria, by the Messrs. 
Lloyds and Hann, is exceedingly beautiful and very interesting. The 
exteriors, ‘The Taverns of the White Cross,” ‘‘ Esplanade of the 
Louvre” and the ‘Grand Chatelet, with a bird's-eye view of Old 
Paris,” and the interiors, ‘‘ Hotel D’Armenonville,” and “ Great Hall” 
in the same, are at oneand the same time marvels of scenic art and 
maragerial upholsteral munificence, I'he bird's-eye view of Paris pro- 
cured for the principal artist, Mr F, Lloyds, a very hearty c.ll. The 
dreeses, decorations, and appointments generally go hand in hand with 
magnificent scenory. ‘l'ho dresses are especially magnificent; in some 
instances too magnificent. A feature of the piece which would sufiice 
for overshadowing the dramatic interest were the latter several de- 
rees more powerful then it is, is the ballet. As it is, this feature 
eaves all else far behind; and should tho piece attain any degree of 
popularity it will ba mainly through its ballett. The corps de ballet 
takes the formof a band of Bohemians, who, besides having a very 
large and central portion of the play for the enactment of a species of 
divorti-g:meut, play no unimportant part throughout the other portions, 
These gipsies with two of their chiefs, Ismaci and Juanita, at their 
hoad, are continually turning up ia all conceivable and unconceivable 
places,to the rescue of the Huguenot Captain in his numerous scrapes. 
Ty this band are introduced a party of French dancers who formed 
no inconsiderable portion of the attractions of the ‘ Lanterne 
Magique,” one of the recent Parisian sensations, and the evolutions of 
four of these, M.M. Flagelot, Clodoche, Comet’e and Normande, are 
grofe:que to the verge of the hideous. Nothing like it, we venture to 
think, pas ever been seen in Loudon. These performers regula:ly 
roused the audience; p ovoking much laughter aud applause. They 
were encored. Tho evolutions of the rest of the ballet froupe of 
Bohemians, an exceedingly numerous and splendidly dressed one, were 
of a very spirited character, and also elicited much applause. In the 
latter case, however, the expressions of approbation were accompanicd 
by some decided indications of the opposite. The hisses wee no 
doubt proyoked by the abandon of manner into which the otherwise 
unobjectionab'e, though somew!.at wild, actions of the dancers in parts 
degenerated—an abandon not altogether in accordance with the Kinglish 
i.stc, So fir, wethink tho expressed disapprobation deserved. Tho 
acting proper, in go far as the supporters of the dramatis personce have 
any ghance for its exercise, isexceedingly good. In the cases of two 
or three of thecharacters, indeed, the acting is so good that it begets 
a feeling of irterest inthe parts played. But eitherthe poverty of the 
materials on the one hand, or the intrusion of one or other of thamany 
spectacular and other “effects” on tao other, specdily puts this interest 
to flight, The acting of Mrs. Stirling must be instanced as be'ng pro- 
eminently of this character; and tho same in a less degree may be said 
of the acting of Miss Neilson and Mr, Honey, Mrs. Stirliogs picture 
of the Duchess Jeanne was in tho highest degree impressive. Miss 
Neilson brings to theso boards the same bizhly promising qualities 
that appeared to such advantage under such very differeut circum- 
stances at the little Royalty. There she played Shakespeare in what was, 
considering the prevailing stage splendour,a barn. Here she issmothered 
in magnificence and enacts ——. We will not fill up the blank with 
‘Watts Phillips,” because we believe that gentleman does not in 
this piecs appear in his strength. We believe he has been induced to 
siok what he might have dono for the drama for the sake of making 
room for what it was deemed essential should be done for it by the 
scene-paiuter, ballet-master, Upholsterer, and machinist. Miss Neil- 
son's acting even uader these disadvantagecus circumstances is very 
suggestive and charming; it, however, also ind’cates want of practics, 
3 Neilson, by the way, over dresses her part. Mr, Vining has a, 
iat would be were it not so weakly drawn, thoroughly conventio al 
part as a semi-cavalier, semi-trooper, and ho is quite ¢qaal to what the 
part ought to be, especially to the trooper characteristics, Mr. Honey 
is, after the grotesque dancers, almost the life and sonl of the piece. 
Ho is the ususl drunken, cowardly, Oraigengelt ruffan; and what 
with his drunken humdurs and snatches of sore, is the best provided 
for charatter of the lot. And spoaking of Mr, Honey a songs, we aro 


fortune to be any 
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reminded that amongst the piece’s many other smatterings is a smat- 
tering of opera, Several songs, the composition of Mr. J. L. Hatton, 
are introduced. They fall mainly to Mr, Honey and Miss Augusta 
Thompson, who give them admirably. Miss Augusta Thompson too 

lays the gipsey girl Juanita with much spirit and dramatic effect. 
The other characters are supported by Messrs. J. G@. Shore, Meagreson, 
Spencer, W. BR. Robins, H. Mellon, C. Seyton, &c., and a very 
numerous and well-trained. corps of supernumeraries, At the fall of 
the curtain Mesdames Stirling and Neilson and Messrs. Vioing and 
Honey were honoured by a call; and cries for the author resulting un- 
expectedly in that gentleman’s making his appearance—ho has quite 
a habit of being ‘fin Paris” upon these occasionz—he too was much 
applauded. The gorgeousness of the ‘get up” in general, and the 
unique ballet in particular, will be sure to keep this piece afloat for 


some time. 
ADELPFI. 

“Helen: or, Taken from the Greek,” Mr. F. C. Burnand’s adaptation 
of Offenbach’s “ La Belle Helene,” so long announced in the bills of 
this house as “iu preparation,” bacame on Saturday evening last a fait 
accompli. Mr, Burnand, in undertaking the transference of the famous 
opera bouffe to the English stage, has evidently aimed at something 
more than the prodaction of a burle:que. Though all Mr. Burnand’s 
wit and fancy are brought to bear upon the dialogue and construction 
of the piece, he has evidently steadily kept in view the operatic character 
of his original. ‘‘ Helen ” is called a ‘‘ burlesque opera,” and the term is 
fairly deserved. ‘This being 80, the mnsic of coursa first claims our at- 
tention. Wo regard the music of Jacques Offenbach, of which this piece 
and ita original are but settings, as amongst the happiest of that com- 
poser’s efforts; and standing unrivalled, as in this species of music 
Offenbach undoubtedly does, his ‘‘ Helen,” it appzars to us, is upon 
the whole equal to anything he has done, ‘ Helen” may fall short 
of the more widely-known “ Orphee aux Enfers” ia the matter of 
elaboration and grandeur as regards the concerted pieces; but then, 
on the other hand, we think that for light and airy melody, and 
variety of treatment, “Helen” bears away the palm. Of the Adelphi 
company’s rendering of the music much cannot be said. M. Riviere 
and his band seem fully equal to their share of the task, but the corps 
dramatique of the house, though evidently backed up by an auxiliary 
force operatic for the choruses,-do not upon the whole do justice to the 
composer, Miss Furtado (Helen) is, however, an exception. Her 
singing was wortby of her acting, and that was excellent. But if the 
company generally fell short of the operatic requirements of the piece, 
such shortcoming was almost if not entirely atoned for by their 
acyuitment of the dramatic portion of their task. In this latter respect 
the cast is exceedingly strong, and the acting proportionately good. 
Though the ete introduces us to anumber of personages, all of whom, 
as usual with Mr. Burnand when he finds himself upon classic ground, 
are admirably “ placed,” the action has been wisely, as we think, made 
to devolve mainly upon but a few of the characters, viz., Paris (Mrs. 
A. Mellon), Helen (Miss Furtado), and Menelaus (Mr. J. L. Toole), 
and the consequence is thateach of the actors supporting these 
characters have unusual opportunities for acting. These oppor- 
tunities they make the most of. Indeed good acting, 
and admirably conceived and wrought-out burlesque situations 
are 60 combined in the ensemble presented by these three per- 
sonations, that we venture to think that such a bit of genuine bur- 
lesque has not lately been hit upon, Mr. J. L. Toolenever appeared to 

reater advantage asa burlesque actor than in this pieco. His Mene- 

us is Robsonian in its subtle power and Toole-like in its breadth 
aud humour. It isa longtime ago since Mrs, Mellon first charmed as 
a personifier of the hero of extravaganza. But long ago as it is, and 
much as the article has since been in demand, the lady’s peraonifications 
in this line remain to this day unequalled for their dashing grace, 
piquancy, and expression. Her Paris is a model on which the whole 
tribe of burlesque princes would do well to form themselves. In 
almost everything we have had at the hands of Miss Furtado since 
her as yet quite recent first appearance—as Mereury in “Ixion” at 
the New Royalty—a progressive ripening of the powers originally 
evinoed has been discernible. Her latest assumption is no excep- 
tion to this rule; but there is this peculiarity disting 1ishing her latest 
assump‘ion from its immediate predeces:ors. While they each showed 
a stp gainod, i¢ demonstrates au advance of several steps. Indeed, 
Miss Furtado’s Helen is a most charming, piquant, expressive, and 
even powerful assu uption ; and as such will, we doubt net, prove the 
most striking feature of the piece. Great praiseis also due to this young 
actross for her tasteful dressing of the part. The other characters, though 
comyaratively unimportant, are fairly hit off; the Calcas, “high priest 
of the temple of Jupiter Gammon,” of Mr. Paul Bedford, the 
Agamemnon of Mr. R. Phillips, and the Achilles of Mr, Ashley being 
particularly good. An allusion complimentary of tho first-mentioned 
actor, and somawhat clumsily lugged in, procures for that veteran quite 
av ovation. This, though of course, no one can help joining in 
the expressions of good will that it conveys, strikes one as being some- 
what obtrusive. Asan interpolation for a benefit night or similar ocoa- 
sion it would be all very well, but aos constituting a permanent foature 
of the performances, it is simply obtrusive. The fact is, authors and the 
public take too many liberties with “ old Paul.” They are everlastiogly 
making these ‘‘ appeals,” a8 they may be calied, in his behalf, In pre- 
paring a character for Mr, Bedford they must introduce some sugges- 
tive allusion of this kind, or else such expressions as ‘‘ Dear boy,” and 
‘I believe you my boy,” which have precisely the same object in view, 
viz.,the ‘appealing ” to the andionce in behalf of ‘‘old Paul.” Against 
this we protest. Mr. Paul Bedford’s capabilities as an actor are cvon 
now such as may be, fairly left to stand upon their own 


morits, and such “appeals” and the responce that they slmost 


enferce, are, , therefore, rather uncomplim-ntary than otherwise. 
We Lave already said that Mr, Burnand’s share in this piece has 
been admirably done, the lines being no whit behind the best of his 
previous efforts ; still the dialogue now and then drags. It will noed 
cutting a little, ‘The piece is admirably dressed, and tho scenery, 
though nothing extraordinary, is neat and bright. ‘Two peculiaritios 
of this piece which servo, amongst others, for distinguishing it from 
burlesque proper, to which of course it has some affinity, are, first, its 
being divided into two acts, and second, the absence of ‘‘ break-down 
dances,” The latter is @ pculiarity which distinguishes it not only 
from but above ordinary burlesqus, The p'ece was well received 
throughout, the epplauso at the end of the first act necessitating the 
appearance before the curtain of the author and the principal actors, 
and being similarly hearty at the close. This applau e we conceive 
to have been thoroughly well deserved, as wil! be the fair lease of 
popularity doubtless in due store for the piece. 


LONDON MUSIC HALLS. 
Weston’s.—Messra. Swoasey and Holland continue their spirited 
management of this hell with the most «ratifying results, Changes 
of the programme are frequent, and for the most part jadicious. 
The ‘‘selections,” which under the conductorship of Mr. P. Corri 
have attaiaed, particularly as regards tho battd, a point of great 
excellence, now include Locke’s fine old English music to “ Macbeth.” 
Moratorio and,Le Brong, 4 couple of very clever trapezists, are also 
amongst the latest additions,  Rikiery continues his juggling 
feats. His performances with the b.lls, particularly that portion 
in which he catches and balances them upon the side of 
a emooth walking-stick, is very clever. Arthur Lloyd till 
reigns by popular acclamation prince of comic singers. He 
hag some good songs in bis repertoire, and some that are bad. ‘The 
Song of Songs” and I Would I Wero Lord Mayor” sro good; but 
the song about some lady who destroyed somebody’s ‘‘ peace man " by 
“marrying # dirty policeman,” ia contemptib’e, and that about “ tick- 
ling of her legs” is bad. Tbe latter may be said to Le a lyrical 
version of that recent addition to the un,ayoury features of our daily 
newspaper, *‘ Indecent Assault ina Railway Carriage. We are sorry 
to see the name of Mr. Gaston Murray attiched to this, to ssy the 
least, tasteless production. We are bound however to admit that 
‘tickling of her legs”—as it might be called, the words are uaed in 
the song—tickles the fancy of not afew amongst the audience. 
Harry Macarthy, Sailor Williams, a couple of new “ darkies” from 
New York, Palmyre and Doneldson by namc—one of whom has scme 
new aud rather good jokes and a most melodious banjo—and Harrict 
Coveney are amongst the rest of the attractions. 
Campripce.—A mistake ccours in our last week's report of the 
liorizoutal bar contest at this hall, Tho contest waa between the 
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Brothers Leopold and Clare and Victor, not the Brothers Leopold 
and the Brothers Clare, as. stated. 

MaRYLELONE —A numerous and clever company nightly dispense 
amusement at this well-coniucted hall. ‘Che comic element preva ils 
aud is well supported by Mr. G. Buckstone, Mr. W. H. Barry, Mrs. W. 
Hi. Barry, Mrs. Phillips, the D'Alborte family, Harry Bolton and Olara 
King, and A3a Cashman, aud Joey Tennyson. Mr. Buckstone sings 
a nu-nber of songs in capital style, tho best being one about ‘ Lovely 
Woman.” Ho dances, too, with bewildering Aatines, and is much 
appiauded both for his singing and danoing, Mrs. Phillips has alsoa 
budget of songs which hit the taste of tha audience to a nicety. One 
about ‘'’66,” which is a running fire on the evouts of the day, provokes 
much applause, and the concluding verse, which s9t3 forth a convic- 
tion that Gladston® and Reform will yet prevail, and that Bright 
will yet provea “tormentor” to his foes, is tempestuously encored. 
When Sir R. Mayns has put down the Trafalgar-squara m3etings, 
he had better turn his attention to the demonstrations evoked by Mrs. 
Phillips. The D’Alberte Family are a clever troupe, and fairly divida 
amongst them proficiency in song, dance, aud humourous delineation. 
Similarly versatile are Asa Cushman and “ Miss Joey” Tennyson, 
though the latter have the advantage of the former in having a bit of 
an ‘‘ entertainment” to shew themselvgs off in. Mr. Cushman isa very 
characteristic black servant, and Miss Joay Tennyson is a ‘* Yankee 
gal,” a fellow servant tf the ‘‘darkie.” Acrobatism is represented 
by the ‘‘Zamezou Family;” and other members of the company are 
Williams, the ‘Evening Shadow” (‘the thinnest man ont,” and 
certainly one of the drollest of scirecrows), Miss Georgina Smithson, 
Mr. E.D. Davis, Miss Emma Raymond, and Mr. F. Gilroy. The 
“ Siege and Fall of Sebastopol” is shortly to bo produced with ‘‘ mag- 
nificent effects.” How this is to be done without a new and larger 
stage we are at a loss to imagine, 


Stare or tae DRAMA AND Dramatic OrttTIc1sM.—The London 
Review, in a review of Mr. Henry Morley’s recently published 
* Journal of a London Playgoer,” thus succinctly sums up the 
present state of the drama:—“ Since the centre of London has been 
turned into a vast railway station, and the Londoner proper has been 
tempted or driven to live in suburbs which used to ba called the 
country, the theatre has lost its character as a place of intellectual 
entertainment, ardis transformed into a lounge and a place of mere 
amusement. Houses which,used to be balf filled with the best intellect of 
the metropolis, are now nightly crowded with country vi-itors, to whom 
anything is a novelty after the dull monotony of provincial towns, There 
is little or no deman‘ for literature upon the stage, although good actors 
were never more plentiful. The whole of the London theatres, with 
scarcely an exception, are in the hands of theatrical tradesmen, who 
wisely suit their market. Tho largest theatres scarcely compete with the 
lowest periodicals in the quality of the writing they offer to their 
patrons. The author—the young man called into ‘do the words ’—is 
nothing, and the ‘scenic artist’ and stege carpenter are everything. 
Costumeis important, the limelight is very important; the acting re- 
quires a little consideration, the bill-sticker more consideration ; but the 
writing is a very trifling and secondary matter. A London Journat 
story, & lavish outlay in putting it upon the stage, a groat mechanical 
scene of the kind which used to bo the stock in trade of dioramas and 
cycloramas, e strong faith in the bill-sticker, and in the new audiences 
who come to London every night, have been at the bottom of nearl 
all the recent great dramatic successes. The popularity of suo 
exhibitions destroys the art of criticism. There is nothing to criticise, 
but a good deal to report upon and describe. The daily paper, if it 
is not of the ‘advanced school,’ is bound to recognise great facts, and 
the applause of very large, thou gh very unthinking, audiences is a fact 
to recognise. The weekly papers, with fow exceptions, copy th» daily 
papers, and nothing is abused that has won the good grace of the 
multitude.” These remarks of our contemporary fall so nearly within 
our own views, as expressed from time to time in these columns, that 
we adopt the extract as # handy and useful recapitulation. How- 
ever, the state of things presented, gloomy though it is, is not one 
that will justify those interested ia marely sitting down andgrumbling. 
Let but the true lovers of the drama put their several shoulders to the 
wheel, and a way to “reform it, ” not only ‘indifferently well,” but 
“altogether,” will spsedily appear. In the meantime, all honour to 
those who, like our contemporary, do not blink the disagreeable truth,

THE GREAT INTERNATIONAL BOAT RACES. 
KELLEY OF ENGLAND v. HAMiLL OF AMERICA. 


(Specially reported by our own Correspondent) 
These, the greatest of boat matches on account of their international

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character, came to an issue on the Tyne on the consscutive days of 


Wednesday and Thursda; last. Theiaterest excited by the race both 
in this country and in America has been quite unprecedented. It has 
long been the proud boast of the oaramen of this country that in all 
water matches, no matter against whom or from where, they have en- 
joyed, and attained to a higher dignity and greater excellence than those 
of other nations; all are cognisant of their gladiatorial characteristics. 
It is gene:ally well understood that no other‘river in the world can equal 
the Tyne for aquatic sport. Aquatics are the hobb., the soul of the 
people, c msequently exaggeration is not needed to convey to the country 
the immense turn-out of spectators, the interest and anxiety shown in 
th: se, the fir.t international matches that have b:en pulled on the sub- 
ordinate river. We are in connection with the system of British rowing 
well read; we have the very best of oara:nen and the greates' n: © sary 

ublic patronage; we know that the style used differs from the style 
in use in foreign seaports, aud as no system can with the least con- 
sideration be reckoned infallible, we guess, as our American cousins 
have it, that a lesson, practical and illustrative, might po ably bo 
taught before tle twentieth century, It is a mere matter of per- 
severance and study, What think the Americans of their champion ? 
Answer: Quite as mnoch as we think of ours, or why send him the 
great distance of 3,500 miles to prove the greater proficiency of new or 
old England? When Hamill reached Newoastle, ho was welcomed with 
every sign of hospitality and feeling. The Central Railway Station 
wags filled with friends of the American, who was received with a 
sound and honest British cheer, as with Bob Chambers, Harry 
Olasper, the champion’s brother, John Hamill, and his assistant, a 
trainer, Mr. James Laughlin, he passed tbrough the crowd onward to 
the cab, which drove the party first to Mr. Brown’s, Blenheim Inn, and 
thence to Harry Olusper’s famed house in Scotswood-road. Hamill 
early the day following took an airing on the water, watched by 
hundreds of persons, who one and al), we dare say, unreasonably 
gavé currency to the rumour, again and again endorsed, that old 
England had little to fear at the hands of America’s Premier, and 
this feeling never could be eradicated. Hamill’s style of rowing is 
short, all elbow work; he reaches .tidily well forward, but never ia 
the stroke goes past the perpendicular. He rows without buttons in 
his sculls, aud in the course of his training we have noted his striking 
at 36, 39, 46, 53, and 65 per minute. Against this we have Kelley, 
Oooper, Jack Olaspet, James Taylor, and Bob Chambers, who have 
rarely passed 36 strokes, and, as far as Chambers is concerned, we 
have known him pall as low as 29 aad 30, Botwoon the American and 
English system, thorefore, there isa marked difference, or, we had 
better say, bctween Hamill and Kelley’s. In one race with Joshu. 
Ward in America Hamill pu'led 53 strokes and hisopponent 38. 

It can be readily understood that pear rowing is not practised in 
America to half the extent it is in England. We believe there are 
only two annual regattas held, and both commemorate great events in 
America’s position, that of the battle of Bunker’s Hill in June, and the 
gaining of their independence on the 4th of July. We may here re- 
mark that it is every way likely that Hamill selected the latter date 
for his champion match with Kelley for the reason last assigned. 
Very few single matches are pull. d, and there is never a great attend- 
ance of the public to witness even a champion match, certain rarely 
more than 8,000 persons. We have known nearly 100,000 present at 
some of our great contests On scarcely any occasion was the course 
selected Jess than a distance of 3 miles; the champion course being 5 
miles, balf out and half in. In most c1ses the races have been pulled 
at high water slack, or, as we term it, dead high water; ‘of course, 
this was not always the case. We merely give this information to 
show the difference of custom existing between the two countries, 
Hamill in almost all of hia races pulled in colours— Red cap, blue shirt, 
and white pants. Hamill has been a most successful eculler, having 
won no fewer than four premier matches out of five. He has also 
carried off various races for small sums in private and at regattas; his 
performances oinnot be placed in juxtaposition with many of our own 
rowers, nevertheless the Americau proved himself to bo a sufficiently 
tulented rower to tempt his friends to export him to Old England to 
give honourable battle to Kelley, the finest aquatic produced on the 
Thames. In 1864 William Stevens challenged Hamill for the cham- 
pionship, but as the latter was at that date negociating to pull either 
Green, of Australia, Chambers or Cooper, it fell through. Stevens 
was afterwards beaten by Ward, on the 20:h September, £100 a side, 
on the Hudson River, 5 miles; 10 to 8 on Stevens, ‘Time, 88mia 
13a°6, ; 

Hamill sincs his arriva] has mot with considerable public sympathy, 
his conduct has been gonsiemanly. and his dealings upright. There 
can be no question that he will leave the country with the public's 
best wishes and esteem. , 

The unassuming attributes of Kelley we need only in brief allude to. 
As an oarsman he ig great andas a man respected in every circle— 
pa'rician or plebeian. To attain the position be holds much labour, 
study, attention, perseverance, and determination have been bestowed, 
and he holds many splendid public testimonials of valus in ackaowledg- 
mont. He isaskiliul rower, in truth one of the swiftest and most 
accomplished seen on any river in the nation. Having so far described

PERFORMANCES OF THE MEN, 


Henry Ketrey is a native of Fulham, born in 1831, his ago at 
the present time being 35 years. He is somewhat light and wiry in 
structure, and the model of an English oarsman, ani not by any 
means the circus-visaged personage désoribed by Johnny Hamill, the 
chawpion’s brother, to his American supporters. Since Kelley’s debut 
a8 4 pie ne hes, perhaps, on all occasions displayed a sufficiency of 
skill avd endurance to place his peettton as champion in a correct 
light. Kelley ia a waterman, and his great achievement over James 
Messenger, of Teddington, in ’57, for £400, was the firat bright instance 
that brought his name into public note. Throughout Eagland no 
 Sepeeme pe oarsman is botter known than tho hero of the “ Bells,” 

e has played his cards ably and well, and ulthough beaten by Bob 
Chambers for the ‘ British Trophy” in Sept., 59, he notwithstaudieg 
worked the oracle successfully in his favour over the same unmatched 
rower last year on the Thames, Kelley is a gentlemanly, 
civil, respected oarsman of the advanced class, His rowin weight 
on this occasion would be about 10tst. His new skiff, built by 
Jowilt, of Dunston, was launched the other day, and named “Old 
England ;” she is a beauty, both in form and handicraft. The first of 
Harry's performances was in 1852, 14 years ago, for the Leander Coat 
and badge, which he was fortunate enough to win; he next figured at 
the Thames National Regatta, when ho defeated the celebrated Tyna 
sculler, James Candiish, and the;jMackinneys; he lost the pair-oared 
race, however, with R. Puirer, several fizst-class crews competing. 
Thiee years later he again appeared at the Thames Regatta, and 
owing to a mishap on the rvad, he was declared by the judges 
to be distanced; rowed second for the Champion Fours, with 
Goodson, Ralph, and Driver, beating three other crews; 
In the same year, at Henley Regatta, Kelloy won the Waterman's 
Race. with T. and J, Mackinney and J. Phelps. Matched on the 
22nd Ostober against J. Mackinnoy, of Richmond. During tho race 
the latter went overboard, and a second raoe resulted ou the 22nd 
May the year subsequent, 1856, whon Kelley had the trump card in 
band from the firet to thé finish, wianing dasily, At Hénley Regatta 
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the same s2acon with Nowell, Phalps, and W. Pocock, won the 
waterman’s prize, Noxt successfully figured at the Thames National 
in the sculler’s race, when ho beat om Mackinney, and Rulph Cole. 
Was beaten in the fours by the Claspors’ crow. Was nowhere with 
J. Mackinney for the pairs, attributable to a mishap. At the Man- 
chester R gatta samo year won the Ordsall sculls, also the pair-oared 
race with J. Mackiuney, finishivg up with a fino victory in the fours, 
with Winship, Bruce, and J. Mackinney. Kelley was matched the 
same year with Brettle, of Norwich, from Putney upwards, on Nov 
13th, whom he licked with uncommon ease. Not satisfied, there was 
a second match twelve days laterfoa the Yure, when Brettle was still 
easier beaten, ‘This victory constituted Kelley Champion of the 
Norwich Course. 1857, May 12th, Kelley pulled his first great 
match with James Messevger, for £200 a side, from Putney to Mort- 
lake. Extraordinary interest was taken in the match, and the Putney 
hero won the title after a splendid contest, Time, 2/}scc. A month 
later he with Newell, Phelps, asd J. Mackinney won the waterman’s 
prize. It was not until two years after this that Kelley again shows 
at the same regatta, when with Hammerton in place of Newell, the 
four-oared waterman’s prize waa carried cff fur the fourth time 
At the Thames National he next appeared and suffered defeat by 
the Claspers’ crew. Kelley’s next and greatest race took place over 
the Thames Course with the renowned Bob Chambers for th 
Championship and £100, date Sept. 29th, 1859. Betting on Kelley. 
who was beaten, after a very hard race fora mile, with ease. The 
interest taken iv this race throughcus the country was excessive 
1860, in June, at Henley Regatta, with White, Wiseand Pocock, once 
more won the waterman’s fours, With the same crew in the follow- 
ing month, July, at the Thames National, won the champion four- 
oired race. In June, 1861, with Wise, J. Mackinney and Bell, 
another time won the Henley great waterman’srace, At the Toames 
regatta the next mouth won the sculler’s champion race. The fol- 
lowing year at the same meeting for the pairs, with W. Bell, was 
beiten by Bob Chambers and E, Winship, and with Tagg, Beli and 
M:ckioney shared ths same fate. Clasper’s crew won this prize, At 
Henley was beaten ‘for the four-oared champion waterman’s trophy. 
1863, Thames National Regatta, with Green, the Australian, won the 
air-oared race. For the sculler’s prize Kelley won his first 


eat but was purposely swamped in the fisal. In August 
the same year at the notorious Tyne Regatta, held in 
commemoration of the ‘*Wise Men's” visit, ho appeared 


first against Teacd.le Wilson io tho sculler’s raco, whom he 
beat with fridiculous eases, In the final tussle Cxoper and Bob 
Chambers started. and Cooper and Kelley fouled at the mile. A race 
over was ordered, Kelley aud Chambers only showing ; the latter won. 
Cooper afterwards got the Oup, by litigation. Kelley and Green should 
have pulled in the pairs, but the latter feigned i!lness, 1864, with 
Tagg, Hammerton and Tom Hoare, carried the champion four at the 
Thames National. At the same meeting, Kelley won the sculler’s 
prize, beating Tom Hoare ani Joo Sadler. Next won the Champion- 
ship of the Ouse, against Bob Cooper, James Percy, Barratt, and Tom 
Hoare. The pistol in this race was fired at the wrong time and place. 
Kelley was now for a second time matched aginst Bob Obamber:, 


' over the Putney course, for £900. Tha race was an easy victory for the 


‘* Bells.” Chambers, Oooper and Kelley next went on the Ouse, for 
the championship of the river, amount of stakes £250, when Kelley 
won on account of foul, Cooper being distanced. This brings us up 


ta the present national race, and although we have skipped a few. 


minor matches, it willnevertheless be seen by the performances cited, 
that Kelley in point of everything has only had one superior. 


James HAmILt, the American champion, was born at Pittsburg, in 
October, 1838, his age, therefore, is 28 years, and business a ates- 
blower. We speak within the limit that he has since his visit to the 
Tyne conducted-himself with the strictest propriety and civility, and 
these in such seasonable proportions as to have won him friends by the 
thousands. We have met with few more shrewd, and yet intelligent 
and affable rowers, When Hamill reached England he carried a skiff 
by M‘Kay, of New York, which was followed by another by Roberts 
of the same city; neither, however, would answer. Harry Olasper con- 
sequently constructed a model of handicraft skill for Jimmy a short 
time back, and it met with the champion’s favour. Hamill stands little 
above 5ft 8in in height, and pulls about 11st 3lb. His build is beautiful, 
erect, muscular, and of easy gait. His address is interesting, his 
mannor winuing, and discourse agreeable, and if his style of manipulat- 
ing the sculls did not please everyone, everyone, at least, were satisfied 
that blackguardism and rowdyism did not find Mr. Hamill’s favour, It 
was a!l alung believed that the Am>rican only wished for a fine day, 
fair play, and the verdict to be given in favour of the 
deserving. ‘The following are Hamill’s chief psrformances. 
We may mention he had always a predilection for boat- 
rowing, his first appearance, therefore, was as coxswain in 
the Novpxriel, the winning boat in 1855. Next with his brother, 
Jobn Hamil, pulled a double sculls race of 8 miles against two good 
oarsmen for 50 dols. aside, when they won easy. 1856. Aleghanny 
Regatta, with Barclay, George Deary, and John Hamill, rowed 
against two other first class crews and won, Oat of this race a 
private match took place for 100 dols. a side, when Hamill’s crew was 
defeated, the latter carried a Coxswain, and the winning crew none. 
Two fresh boats were now constructed, the Peerless ( Uamill’s) and 
the Petre], which contended for 50 dols. a side, this time Hamill’s 
crew landed with ease. At the latter part of the year with h‘s brother 
John in the Dick Fulton, for 25 dols..a side, defeited the Hornet 
crew. 1857. Alleghanny Regatta, pair-oared race, with John Hamill, 
in the Highland Maid, length 39 feet, width 20 inches. Met the 
Leander crew, two formed rowers, Bed Wolfe aud Mark Campbell. 
Hamill won by 2 lengths, A match ensued between those crews, 3 
woeks after for 50 dols. atside, Wolfs’s crew won with ease. After 
this performacce Hanill got @ fine craft built by M’Kay, of New 
York called the Surprise, but she had to lay idle for 2ycars on account 
of alullin the sport. 1859. Anothor fine boat was made for Hamill. 
named the Wasp, and it was in this craft that his ability as » skiff 
rower becamo first prominent. Fred. Wolfe now challenge | Hamill on 
the pitebe ¢ River, for 25 dols., distance of 3 miles, Hamill won 
with ease. Next pulled a good rower, William Jackson, in 1860, 3 
miles, on the same river, 25 dols. a side, stormy day. Jackson went 
in shore once, and only lost by one length ; this was described as a 
besutifal mate). Jackson challenged again, but the match fell through, 
1851, Hamill met William Campbell on the Pitsburgh course, 50 dols, 
a side, 3 miles, and won by six lengths. A second race, samo course 
and sum, resulted ina similar verdict. 1862, Boston Regatta, 
Hamill vow for the first time departed from his native city all alone 
to try hia skill. He had with hima new shell craft 14 inches wide 
The prize was 75 dols. in gold, five others competed, but Kelley's 
opponent came off with fly ing colours, Re-visited Pittaburg, and his 
friends at once matched him against the Champion, Joshua Ward, to 
pull on twoconsecutive days, respectively five miles and 3 miles, on 
tne Schanghkill river. Hamill wea both events with the utmost 
ease, Ward again challenged Hamill 5 mi'es on the Hudson River, 
500 dols, a side, The start was made by report of pistol at 3 
o'clock, July 23, 1863. Tho start was a miserable one, Hamil 
remaining at the mark for somo secdnds, Ward won the race easily 
by 120 yds in 42 min 29 seo. The winner pulled in the Dick Riison, 
built by G. Shaw, of Newburg, New York, dimensions 29 ft 6 in. long, 
17 in. wide amidships, 5 io. deep in centre, 8} in, aft and 4 in. 
forwards, built of white Qe weight 46lb3, Hamill pulled in the 
Alexandra ‘King, length 30 ft. 4 in., 15 in. amidship, 5 deep in the 
centre, 4 in. stem, 3 in. stern, weight 50lbs, built by James M’Kay. 
The course in this race was from the Judze’s Sloop off “ Kall Rock” 
two and half miles up andreturn. Speaking of the foie time occupied 
in this race it was remarked that there was no tide and a head broeze. 
The same report mentions that at Staten Regatta, where Ward won 
the skiff race, he pulled five miles in 35 min 10 seo. We extract the 
following from Wilkes's Spirit of the Times, August 1, 1863, ** A day or 
two prior to the 17th of June, Hamill, wich his little shell, started for 
Boston to compete in the Beacon Regatta, which is an annual and dis- 
tinct affair with the Boston boys from their usual 4th July City 
Regatta. The Beacon Regatta is always rowed on the 17th June, the 
anniversary of the battle of Bunker Mill, but the Charles tile not 
answering on that day it was postponed until Saturdey, 20th July 
In this race Ua nill contendedia the Alexandra King against two good 
rowers, Herring and Kiog. Hamill opened a gap and wonin 18 min 5 
sac. At the Fourth of July Regatta he was victorious in both the single 
and double scu)] races. In the scall 1ace he contended with the 


Zephyr, pulled) by the noted oarsman Wobber, of Portland, Bill 
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Stevens, of Poughkeepsie, in the Ward, and ‘I'om Doyle and Har- 
rington, of Boston, Hamill won with ease in 16n. 40sec. In the 
double sculls Hamill with Leary won handily in 15m.5 sec. The 
distance in each of these races was 2 miles. Another challenge now 
emanated from Hamill to Ward, which was accepted, to pull over the 
sxme course for 500 dols, aside. Hamill won with ease by a dozen 
lengths, time to the turn about 2} miles, 19m. 33 sec., for the whole 
distance 37m. 58 sec. Ward again issued another challenge, which 
Hamill accepted, to pull at Pitsburg on the 10th July, 1864. 
Hamill won with ease by 200 to 300 yds. This was the last meeting 
of thegreat mon.” Hamill, of course, has pulled various other 
smaller races, but they are not of public interest. Ho has certainly 
acquitted himself well, and that he isan oarsman of great calculation 
and speed cannot be doubted... 

Since the arrival of Hamill he has located at the Blenheim Inn, 
Scotswood Road, the hostelry of Mr John Brown, Newcastle, where 
the utmost care has in every instance been shown to the Champion. 
We need scarcely add that the host and guest had more than an 
abundanco of visitors who were agreeable to * treat” or convorso. 
Hamill in a great measure avoided both, It had been expected that 
Hamill would have trained with Harry Clasper, but besides super- 
intending his boats we believe that wasthe whole business of the 
latter. In other issues we, have spoken of the severity of troiaing 
pursued by the American, it was in truth singularly out of the way 
of our system, and might be attended with danger were some of our 
first-rate rowers totest it, Imagine working a 96lb dumbbell, pulling 
on a queerly constructed, but simple machine fitted up with weights, 
rowing 10 miles before the English folks think of breakfasting and 
so forth. Wecanonly say let those who like this nice diversity of 
work do it. Notus,if we can help it. Never has a man worked 
harder for victory, he was a picture of determination, and his nation 
should be proud of such a champion. We dare say she is.

THE DAY OF THE FIRST RAGE 
Opened peautifully fine, and from a very early hour there was no 
doubt that Hamill would be positioned to pull his first national race 
according to the terms of the agreement, which stipulated that the 
weather be suitable, or no match, according to the ultimatum of his 
opponent and thoreferee. The sun shine with brilliancy until long 
after the contest had been decided. The nizht before the match was 
one continual sceno of excitement in Newcastle. We visited all of the 
sporting houses,and in each the universal topic of conversation was 
* Will Kelley wiu?” or I'll take7 to 4 that the American carries off the 
champi?nship, and so forth, This was tho state of affairs at‘ Blake's” 
“ Barid’s,” the two principal sporting drums, and other local houses of 


-notoriety. To describe the actual anxiety and excitement displayed 


we will not attempt. The like has not before been witnessed in New- 
castle. Nor is itlikely to be until another plucky champion from some far. 
off isle is daring enough to throw down the gauntlet to the first_of our 
English rowers... We need not beat about the bush to say that Britain 
and Britaia alone is master over all other nations io sports of an 
aquatic kind, This in two great oases has been proved with Green 
aud Hamill, Thisis in proud remembrance. We will pass over tho 
dispute, and a fatal dispute it might have been—bet ween Kelley and 
Hamill as to the time to pull. As we stated a short time back the 
former adhered to thg evening tide and-the latter to the morning tide, 
and the case, after two previous meetings was, not devided until 
Tuesday evening last, at 7 o'clock p.m. Tho moeting was held at the 
Chronicle office and there were present, Harry Kelley. Mr, O. Bush, 
Mr. Brickwood, Mr. George Drewitt, Mr. John Hamill, Mr, James 
Wilkinson, Mr. James Baird, Mr. John Brown, Mr. J. Young, Mr. 
Kirton, Mr. H.Olasper, Mr. W. H. Bray, representing the New York 
Clipper, Mr. J. H. Welsh, Now York, Mr. Brookfield, and Mr, G. 
Greve, Pittsburg, and others, attended also. The point at issue was 
soon settled, Kelley gave way in every case, and the first race was 
stated for 7.80 a.m. on Wednesday, and 8.30 a.m. on Thursday, Col. 
Hawks, of Gateshead, was then chosen referee, and the meeting ended 
with a vote of thanks to the Chairman, M-. Joseph Cowea, who 
espoused Hamill’s case to a nice point. Somo few thousand, or more 
persons had congregated around the Chronicle office, many 
of whom manifested their ignorance of Kelloy’s genuine character 
to a mad extent. We regretted this, As before eaid, the morning of 
the first race could not have suited both men better, it was sunny and 
mild, and a very trifling westerly wind was astir to disturb the river. 
In truth, to take allin all, it was many a-day sinco a boat race was 
decided under batter circumstances. Not unlikely a more favourable

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ACCIDENT TO THE PRINCE OF 
Watrs.—An accident, of which 
the consequences might have been 
very serious, happened to the Princo 
of Wales in Roetten-row, abouta 
quarter-past one o’clock on Mon- 
day afiernoon. His Royal High- 
hess, who was riding at a foot’s 
pace with one of his Kquerries and 
two ladies, had just reached the 
extreme end of the Row, nearest to 
Queen’s- gate, and was in tho act of 
turning, when a gentleman, who 
seemed to have lostall control over 
his horse, suddenly dashed at full 
Speed down the incline, and into the 
very midst of the party. The 
Prinee’s horse, being right in the 
path of the charging horseman, and 
receiving the shock on its flank, or 
shoulder, was instantly knocked 
down, turning over like a rabbit 
struck by shot, and apparently 
rolling upon its rider, while the 
intruder passed clear over both. For 
a moment it seemed impossible that 
the Prince could eseape without in- 
jury to life or limb from the strug- 
gles of his own horse. He disen - 
gaged himself, however, and got 
up without assistance, though at 
first he looked somewhat shaken, 
and as if suffering from a blow 
on the head. Recovering al nost 
immediately, and never losing 
his sclf-posseseion for moment, he seated himsclf on a 
bench close by, while the horse was being caught, and his hat and canoe 
picked up by the bystanders. Long befure any great crowd of 
equestrians had time to collect he had mounted sgain, and, rejoining 
the ladies, was riding homeward as if nothing had occurred, but not 
without some visible traces of the fall upon his face and dress. It was 
altogether @ very narrow escape, as the few who witnessed it can 
testify, and the Prince’s composure in a very trying position did great 
credit to hie presence of mind and good humour. If not quite unhurt 
he may well congratulate himself on having come off with zoning 
jhe than afew bruises from a collision that might easily have prove 
a .
